The fire started shortly after I 
with an explosion in the photo 
graphic departm ent adjoining the 
editorial room on the second floor. 
Eighteen men were in the compos­ 
ing room on the floor above, pre­ 
paring to send the last edition to 
press. 
Joseph R. Douglass, a linotype 
operator on the third floor, rushed 
to a w indow- aud made a desperate 
leap for a ladder that was being 
raised by one of the first fire com­ 
panies to arrive. 
He missed and 
plunged to the street, fracturing 
his skull. 
He died an hour later 
in a hospital. 
The other members of the com­ 
posing room staff escaped down a 
tire escape in the rear of the build­ 
ing; some leaping from windows 
after reaching the second floor.
